Commenting on reports that the 
patient was struggling against death, Dr. Francois Budel replied : “I'd rather

The news of the operation, the first in 
Europe, was announced yesterday by Pre- 
fessor Maurice Mercadier, head of the 
La Pitie Hospltal here.

Instead, it would be based on 
the biological death of the brain, deter- 
mined by lengthy electro-encephalograph 
tests, associated with a total absence of 
reflexes. 

Professor Mercadier said that several

Professor Mercadier, who was not present 
during the actual operation, ssid the team 
would have preferred to continue to work 
“in ‘allence and serenity” and not to have 
given out the news of the operation. until 
it “yielded the Sirgt results.” 

Professors Cabrol and Guiraudon met 
Dr.’ Barnard: during has recent visit to 
Paris. Their patient, admitted to the hos- 
pital on April 17, was suffering from a 
chronic heart disease which would have 
been fatal within a short period, a hos- 
pital communique said.

Czech radio call for renewed ties 
unofficial but welcome in Israel 


Jerusalem Post Diglomsiic Reporter 

The call over Prague’ radio. Sunday. for 
Czechoslovakia to restore diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel, although voiced by a 
commentator and not an ‘official statement, 
was obviously welcomed in Jerusalem. It 
was clear‘here that should Prague take 
the first step towards restoring ties, there 
would be no obstacles at this end.

STUTTGART (Reuter). — A 60-year-old 
5.5. sergeant, Emest Epple. was senten- 
ted yesterday to life imprisonment, and 
nine other men were jaHed for lesser terms 
after being found guilty of war crimes. 

The convicted men were among J5 for- 
mer SS. or Gestapo men charged with 
complicity in the massacre of the 160.000- 
strong Jewish population of Τάγον «Lem- 
berg), which belonged to Poland curing 
World War 0 and is now in the Sovict 
Union. 

The trial, which opened in October 
1988. ended yesterday after 144 court ses- 
sions, in which 250 witnesses retold how 
Jewish slave labourers had been driven 
to physical exhaustion and then murdered. 

Four accused were acquitted. Another, 
found . guilty of siding in murder, was 
released without sentence. 

The prosecutor had demanded life im- 
prisonment for eight of the men.

Picking wild flowers 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Pout 

Sir, — Recently readers’ letters have 
appeared in the press protesting the 
fndiscriminate picking of protected wild 
flowerg in different parts of the country 
(including the controlled territories) and 
expressing surprise that the Nature Re- 
serves Authority bas not succeeded in 
stopping this practice. 

Indeed, these readers are right. There 
seems to be no possibility whatever of 
being at the right spot every time there 
is a suspicion of destruction of flowers 
with only the Authority's team of regular 
inspectors and the hundreds of voluntary 
inspectors who help us protect the coun- 
try’s landscape, 

The flowers of the country belong to 
ali its citiz¢ns and jt is the right, and 
perhaps even the civic obligation, of 
everyone who encounters a case of the 
pieking of completely protected wild 
flowers (like tulips, narcissus, iris and 
orchids) or of excessive picking of 
protected wild flowers (like poppies, cyc- 
lamen, pilonse-lupin and turban butter~ 
cups) to point out the offence. Even 
more — by giving the number of the 
car to the Nature Reserves Authority, 73 
Rehov Kibbutz Gallyot, Tel Aviv, we will 
be able to identify the offenders and deal 
with the complaint. 

Only by creating a general public 
climate in which every single person can 
take the most positive part, will we be 
able to succeed in protecting and foster- 
ing our natural flower landscape.

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A FEW days after the U.N. General 
““ Assembly voted in favour of the 
Partition of Palestine in Nov. 1947, ἃ 
dozen young Jews met in secret in the 
study room of the burial society. ai- 
tuated in an 18th century building 
owned by the Jewish community in 
Copenhagen, The object of the meet- 
ing was to discuss the possibilities of 
oxganizing volunteers to go to Palestine 
and participate in the struggle for the 
establishment of Israel, 

They were a mixed lot. A few stu- 
dents, some business people and arti- 
sans. The only officer among them, 
a lieutenant in the reserves of the 
Danish Army, wag elected ag military 
adviser. A call went out to the youth 
of the 6,000-strong Jewish community 
in Copenhagen and contact was 65- 
tablished with Hagana's European head- 
quarters, then still situated in Prague. 
Over 100 voungsters volunteered and 
a couple of weeks later they were 
called to ἃ secret meeting in the gym- 
nasties hall of the Jewish school! in 
Copenhagen where they met Maske Fin- 
kel, today Moshe Zohar, Aluf-Mishne 
and commander of Gadna. 

Finkel was the first Palestinian young- 
sler most of those gathered in the hail 
had seen in their life, and he made 
quite an impression. 

Small, square, energetic. open white 
shirt, broken nose. he spoke a frigzhten- 
ing mixture of Yiddish and Danish. 
and he only sounded convincing when 
he lifted bis stick and shouted in 
Hebrew “rosh hach." Zohar was an 
old Palmachnik who had been sent by 
Avon and Galili to Denmark to train 
to become a physical instructor. He 
was the only member of the Hagana or 
Palmach in Denmark and when Nachum 
Shadmi. commander of Hagana in Eu- 
rope. was informed about the establish- 
ment of a volunteers for Palestine 
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group in Denmark, and later alco in 
the rest of Scandinavia, Moshe Zohar 
was appointed to head Hagana activities 
of the Scandinavian region. 

Almost simultaneously a meeting 
took place in the house of the Dunkel- 
man family in Toronto. It was ἃ meéet- 
ing of two young Canadian ex-service- 
men, who had fought in World War 
Two: Lionel Drucker and Ben Dunkel- 
wan. Dunkelman was a major, he had 
fought in Europe and won a DSO. 
Drucker iater fought in Yitzhak Sa- 
deh's armoured unit and Dunkelman 
became commander of the Seventh Bri- 
gade which fought in Galilee. The two 
Canadians decided to start a volunteer 
for Israel movement. A Hashomer Ha- 
zair representative. Chavim Goldberg, 
from Kfar Menachem, who was on 2s- 
signment in Canada made contact with 
Hagana representatives in New York 
and the project got started. 

The pattern varied from country to 
country. In Scandinavia and Canada 
the initiative came from Jewish youth. In 
New York the initiative came from 
the Zionist Movement and the repre- 
sentatives from Palestine, among them 
Teddy Kolltek. An office was establish- 
ed under 2 cover name of a Zionist 
organization called Land and Labour for 
Palestine, and a Palestinian, ex-major 
in the British Army, Wellesly Aron, 
was put in charge of the orpfanisa- 

on. 

Aron had been sent on political as- 
signment to the U.S. by Moshe Sharett 
in 1946. The assignment was planned 
to last. three months, but as it hap- 
pened it came to last closer to three

years, Aron established his headquarters 
in a doubtful hotel in New York, where 
volunteers were interviewed. and pro- 
vided with travel instructions. Volun- 
teers who had to wait for transport 
to Palestine were put up in 2 kind of 
transit camp hidden in a wood outside 
New York and provided by its owner, 
an American Jewish major. 

“Of course the FBI knew every- 
thing about our activities,” says Welles- 
Jey Aron, “but it seldom interfered. 
Believe me, I had less problems from 
the FBI than from the Jewish mothers, 
who found our office and came to ask 
us not to send their children to Pa- 
iris ane ἐπὶ only warned us, when 

ey thoug! at things were getting 
a bit out of hand, as when one pros- 
nective volunteer went straight from 
the interview with us to a bar, drank 
himself out of his mind and started 
to brandish a loaded pistol in the 


Land and Labour's only setback was 
due neither to the FBI or Jewish mo~ 
thers but to the captain of the American 
ship “Marine Carp,” which landed in 
Beirut instead of in Haifa with 2 load 
of returning Palestinian students and 
American volunteers. They were all 
forced to enjoy Lebanese hospitality un- 
til the war was over and the Armistice 
Agreements signed. 


Choice of specialists 


In the case of South Africa the ini- 
tiative seemed to have come from Pa- 
lestine, when Yoel Palgi, today a mem- 
ber of Kupat Holim’s executive, and 
Michael Comay, today of the Foreign 
Office, arrived in Johannesburg and 
established contact with the Jewish ex- 
servicemen’s organisation, which had 
10,000 members, who had fought in the 
Second World War. “We had so many 
military specialists." says Mr. 4. Ko- 
warsky, who had been a major in the 
South African army and was vice-pre- 
sident of the ex-servicemen’s league, 
“and Palgi and Comay could almost 
choose what they wanted.” 

South African Jewry responded, as al- 
ways, in a magnificent way, and with- 
in a few months a large volunteer 
organization was established. Training 
camps were set up, where a total of 
5.000 volunteers were trained by Jew- 
ish officers, using manuals from World

they somehow ‘procured. When it be- 
came obvious that there was a need 


, Wi trained 36 pilots. And 
later South African flight instructors 
worked on a base outside Rome, 


training pilot cadets, who had heen 
sent over from Palestine. 

The South Africans even provided their 
own t ort. The League for Hagana 
bought three -Dakotas, which were used 
on the Marseilles-Haifa run to trana- 
port volunteers and vital equipment. 
When the planes turned around in Is- 
rael the pilots used the opportunity to 
fo on a bombing mission, before re~- 
turning to Marseilles. One of the planes 
was so riddled with bullet holes, that 
it had to be sent for extensive re- 
pairs to Italy before it could be flown 
back to South Africa for annual re- 
newal of its flying licence. These three 
planes provided the nucleus of El Al 
after the war. πε 

Most of the Hagana operations in 
the western countries were conducted 
under a veil of gecrecy, in spite of 
the fact that the authorities sympa~ 
thized with the recruiting campaigns. 
The Hagans people in South Africa re- 
ceived instructions in code, by word of 
mouth or written messages hidden _in 
fountain pens. Hagana in the U.S. 
used a_number of secret transmitters. 
Three Jewish brothers, all radio hams, 
put their transmitters at ‘the disposal 
of Land and Labour for Palestine, 
until the FBI thought that things were 
going too far and threatened to re- 
yoke their amateur licences. 


Secrecy in vain 


The dispatch of volunteers was also 
organized in a covert way. Most of 
them went under the cover of students 
from their home countries to Paris, 
where Nachum Shadmi had moved his 
headquarters from Prague, and where 
Ruth Beerman was running the main re- 
eruiting centre for Europe from ἃ 
small office in Avenue Wagram. The 
secrecy was not very effective. because 
the intelligence services of all the coun- 
tries concerned were not 50 easily 
fooled. Most Mahal volunteers were 
escorted to the plane, ship or train by 
intelligence agents, who knew their 
identity and destination. 

One Danish 
that an intelligence officer even wished 
his group goodbye at Copenhagen Air- 
port, with the words, “have a nice 
fight, boys.” And another Scandina- 
vian volunteer remembers that he was 
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Mahalnik remembers — 


interviewed by an intelligence officer 
ten years later, who wanted to know 
why his group failed to smuggle out 
the anti aircraft gun, which it some- 
how had acquired through a commu- 
nist proup. 

Mark Segal, a ‘volunteer from Ung- 
land (now The Jerusalem Post's Poli- 
tical Reporter), says that the very se- 
crecy of the Mahalniks going to study 
in France was bound to cause suspicion. 
“We were told not to speak’ to each 
other on the train and the boat across 
the Channel,” says Segal, “but who the 
hell has ever seen twenty Jewish young- 
sters sitting in’ one train compartment 
and behaving as if they never had 
met each other before.” And Joe War- 
ser, ἃ Mahalnik from Canada, who 
now manages a pharmaceutical firm in 
Tel Aviv, remembers the following dia- 
Josue with the female passport officer 
in Marseilles harbour, when Warner 
and his group arrived from New York 
by ship. 

Officer: “What is the 
of your visit to France?” 

Warner: “Study, for a year or so.” 

Officer: “How much money have you 
brought?” 

Warner: “Five dollars.” (The volun- 
teers had been issued $25 pocket 
money by Land and Labour in New 
York, but the sea voyage had taken 
18 days, and he had lost most of 
his pocket money to some sharp poker 
players in his group.) | 

Officer: ‘‘You can’t get far in France 
on five dollars.” 

Warmer: “I have an uncle in Paris 
who has promised to help me finan- 
cially.” 

Officer: “And what about your friend 
there?" 4 

Friend: “Same position. But his uncle 
has also promised to help me along.” 

Officer: “Okay, welcome to France. 
And I hope you will fight well in 
Palestine.” 

Official ignorance 


The secrecy was thus hardly neces- 
sary, but it was part of Hagana tra- 
dition, and it served at least one pur- 
pose. The voluntéer recruiting did: not 
officially erabarrass the various fovern- 
ments, and when the British Govern-

Baruch Savil who now works in El 
Al did not take a lonz time to make 
up his mind either. He had served 
as a pilot in the RAF during the battle 
of Britain, and later was stationed in 
Palestine, where he made many friends. 

“When I heard that Tel Aviv was in 
danger of being bombed,” he says, “I 
just packed my bags and left London. 
T had no contacts with Hagana in Lon- 
don and went straight to Paris. From 
there I was sent to Tel Aviv. I stayed in 
Tel Aviv for one week, looking over 
the .situation, making contact with old 
friends, and then I was sent down 
south where I was put in charge of 
a large airbase.” 


A few non-Jews 


There were a few non-Jewish volun- 
teers, and not all of them came for 
the sake of money. Some landed on our 
side by chance, like the Swedish pilots 
who for a while flew the Akron-Prague 
route. They had worked in a Swedish 
air transport company that, very con- 
veniently, went bankrupt just before 
the war started. Half of them signed 
up with our air force and the other 
half signed up with the Egyptians. 

ne gentiles came because they be- 
lieved in the Jewish right to survir-. 
Qne of the most outstanding never 
reached Israel. He crashed and was 
kilied in an aviation accident in Italy. 
He was Canada’s ace pilot, who had 
shot down the most German planes 
during the second world war. Another 
was a French captain who became 
known by his nickname “Bitan.” He 
was a deeply religious Catholic and an 
outstanding soldier. He did not flinch 
when Hagana put him through a course 
for squad leaders in France. 


“After the first three days I was 
ready to leave, because I was convinced 
that you Jews don’t know the first thing 
about fighting.” he told a friend. “But 
after one week I am convinced that 
your Palmach instructors in some ways 
know more about soldiering than I do. 
I have decided to finiah the course.” 


BHitan was putin charge of 2 French- 
speaking Mahal unit t conquered. 
Beersheba. He left after the war and 
serves today as a personal adviser to 
President Houphouet Boigny of the 
Ivory Coast. 

Some Canadian non-Jewish pilots 
served in the air force and participat- 
ed in the famous dog fight over the 
Negey which brought down three 
British planes. There was also a 
Swedish merchant seaman who left his 
ship in Haifa and joined the navy. 
Ee was killed in a clash with the 
Eeyptians. There was a Danish non- 
Jewish student who volunteered, be- 
cause his two best Jewish friends had 
volunteered.

There was the American who posed 
as 8 doctor in psychiatry. Nobody had 
apparently questioned his medical qua- 
lifications and for many months the 
army accepted his medical certificates 
ag genuine. He Jived in ἃ rather dub- 
ious hotel in the neighbourhood of the 
Hinga Bar in Tel Aviv and volunteers 
who were fed up with the service 
usually bad little trouble in making 
him sign a certificate proving that he 
had examined them and found them 
mentally unfit to serve. And there was 
the red Indian from Canada, who after 
the war settled as a tourist guide in 
Nazareth and later infiltrated across 
the frontier to Jordan, leaving a lot 
of distressed creditors behind, There 
was the type from Latin America who 
arrived with a consignment of private 
arms and asked to get a unit which 
he could equip and command, running 
his own little private war. He fought 
most of the battles in the bars of 
Gat Rimon and the Park Hotel on 
Hayarkon Street, dressed in his na- 
tive Latin American uniform. nis 
breast loaded with medals and ribbons 
of dubious authenticity. And there was 
the odd Dane. a lieutenant in the 
Danish engineers corps. who shocked 
the Hagana authorities in Tel Aviv port 
when he stepped on land dressed in 
a Danish officer's gala uniform. com- 
plete with shining sabre and feather- 
decked cap. ᾿ 

Most of the lines crossed Ruth Beer- 
man’s centre in Paris. Wellesley Aron 
gent his candidates from Canada and 
the U.S. to Paris. so did Kowarsky 
with his South African volunteers and 
Moshe Zohar from Scandinavia. In 
most cases the stay in Paris was 
much too shorl and hectic. Tt was only 
two years after the war and to most 
of them it was their first encounter 
with "gay Paris".

Hungry and depressed 


“We apent many weeks in one of the 
camps outside Marseilles. We were al- 
ways hungry because the rations were 
insufficient, and we were depressed. We 
thought it was important to-go and 
fight, and they just kept us hanging 
around Without explanation. We found 
that the. traming we got was amateur- 
ish. most of us were war veterans, and 
some had offcers’ ranks.

mach instructors who could move freely 
from ‘the camp to les, while we 
had to stay in the camp without any 
identity papers.

There 
were two hundred people on board and 
one life boat on board, and there was 2 
hole in it so big, that we could put our 
head through. We ran aground in Cor- 
sica and were delayed until we could 
procure some spare parts. After 16 
days we fimally landed on the coast out- 
side Herzliya, and were taken straight 
to Beit Lid for mobilization.” 

Another volunteer recalls: “The first

thing I remember was that they took 
our passports away in the camp in 
Marseilles. Hagana was always after 
our passports, you know. I got a slip 
of paper saying that trom now on I 
was Chayim Joskelewitz or something. 
After some weeks we were put in.a 
closed truck and brought to a port, and 
when we saw the ship, we understood 
why they had put us in a closed truck. 
Tt was to stop us from running away 
when we saw the boat that was sup- 
posed to take us to Israel. It was a 
real ruin of a ship. A coast guard boat 
which should never have been permitted 
to leave coastal waters. There were sev- 


board, and it took me completely un- 
prepared that Jews could different 


from English Jews. I remember my 
first reaction was, “Jesus, there are 
Arabs on board. 

“Later we became friendly, because 
wé wert the only ones who could com- 
municate between the Palmahniks and 
the Moroccans, because we spoke both 
English and French. There were: three 
Palmach le on board, and they 
slept in τὴν captain's τς ἀνα there 
‘was a mother and three rs from 
Fez, bellydancers all of them.

There was one Greek 
crew member who was born in Alex- 
andria, He tried to sabotage the ship, 
and we almost ended up in Tunis by 
mistake.

ia the air; the year in which our long 
and winding borders were so persistently 
under fire; the ycar in which our foes 
attenipted to make of the international 
forum ἃ weapon against our lives and 
our people's hope. 

It was the year in which ali these de- 
signs were frustrated, the hostile armies 
being driven far from our borders; our 
eternal capital, Jerusalem, torn.for twen- 
ty years, being reunified; the Western 
‘Wall, cherished vestige of our ancient 
glory, becoming once again a shrine of 
prayer for our people everywhere, for 
their young and thelr old; the ancient 
holy cities, resting places of patriarchs 
and prophets, once more open to them. 

For this triumphant revival of Judea’s 
ancient heroism the price we paid was 
tragically heavy. Death had never be- 
fore in ovr annals of struggle reaped 
so large and precious 2a harvest — in 
battle fields, on mined paths, in the 
skies, in the depths of the sea. For all 
the people of Israel, as for those or- 
phaned and widowed. the year of victory 
has been & year of bereavement and 
mourning. 

We honour the heroes who fell We are 
grateful to our defenders and fighters. We 
invoke the consolation of heaven upon 
the bereaved families. We pray for the 
tranquillity and courage of the youth re- 
turning from battle to the creative and 
peaceful labours of civilian life and study. 

There ig no prophet who can teH us 
when the measure of our suffering will 
be full. The struggle in our region is not 
over, and many are .the tests that will 
confront us in the international arena. 
But from the fiery furnace of this year, 
we have emerged steeled and strengthen- 
ed, more truly united in the inner life of 
the State, more respected in the ayes 
of the peoples, more closely bound to 
Jews everywhere. For Jews everywhere 
the year has been ἃ time of awakening 
— ἴο even greater concern, aid, personal 
dedication. The spirit expressed in the ge- 
nerosity and the volunteering movement 
that were the response fo the Six Day 
War has persisted throughout the year, 
manifesting itself notably in the recently 
concluded Ecoromic Conference that has 
laid new roads to economic growth and 
absorption. This spirit has persisted un- 


til this joyous day, great holiday of all 


Israel's citizens, solemn festival of Jews 
throughout the world ~— of those, too, 


- who are now constrained to suppress 
- their 


emotions and who only at some 
future time of liberation will be able to 
add their voices to the song of freedom 
sung by their redeemed, eternal peopie. 

It is our prayer that this awakening 
— avert or hidden — will continue to 
make itself felt in our lives. It is a 
source of Diessing now; it will be all 
the more necessary to us in days to come, 
as we bend our efforts to securing peace, 
to strengthening ourselves economically 
and culturally, to constant amelioration 
of the relations between our neighbours 
and ourselves within and outside the land. 
The aliya which came to us in new 
form in this year of strife must persist 
and- grow, drawing upon old and new 
sources, in this third decade of ours.

The doors to 
a new and better reality are, we trust, 
being opened dy the first steps now taken 
towards firmly established municipal life, 
the opening of educational institutions on 
all levels, the development of public ser- 
vices in towns and villages, the exchange 
of frequent, large-scale visits, the growth 
of commercial, industrial and social con- 
nections.

and settlement and human relations. We 
face them with profound experience of 
battle and profound desire for peace.

with sticks and throwing stones, they 
were told that this was according to 
doctor's orders.

The Mahalniks’ troubles in integrat- 
Ing into the Hagana's frumework in 
Europe becomes understindable, when 
we, as today, have the benefit of hind- 
sight. It was the result of the con- 
frontation between three post-war Jew- 
ish words, the world of Western Jewry. 
which had survived the war almost 
intact, the world of European Jewry. 
which had been destroyed, and the 
world of Palestinian Jewry, which un- 
derstood little of both. The Mahaini- 
kim_came from settled societies and 
comfortable lives. They came to fight 
and to go back. The survivors of Euro- 
pean Jewry only remembered security 
and comfort as memories of a dim 
past. They were on their way to Pa- 
lestine to fight and stay. and they were 
prepared for the hardship this would 
entail, they Imew nothing else but 
hardship. The Hagana framework was 
built to work with tens of thouands 
of youth in the displaced persons camps 
and not with the couple of thousand 
volunteers from the western world. In 
one case the Hegana tried to give spe- 
cial treatment to a large group of 
Americans who arrived in Marseilles 
with a specie! budget and with instruc- 
tions to Yehuda Ben David, that he 
should put them up in hotels and not 
in camps and try to make life com- 
fortable for them. “I refused,” says

To Nahum Shadmi the problem of 
Mahal was a minur one. "I did not 
consider that the potential military con- 
tribution of Mahal. besides the spe- 
cjalists, of course. could be very im- 
portant, compared to that of the tens of 
thousands of Gahal. waiting in the dis- 
Placed persons camps. And we could 
not give them special treatment. nor 
specia] training. We were working with 
a minimum budget, and I almost had 
no staff to_speak of.

Dov Ben Ari. a treasurer 
and a typist. Hagana was organized 
to cope with Gahal, and Mahal had 
to fit in' somehow.” 

“We had so little money to run our 
eleven camps in Southern France,’ re- 
members Yehuda Ben David, “that in 
some cases we had only boots for half 
of the trainees on our courses. So 
while half of the course was training 
in the fields. we had to keep the other 
half busy in the camp. In the afternoon 
they had to change boots.” 

The troubies encountered by Mahal 
in the camps of Europe were shared 
by Gahal. They stemmed from lack 
of understanding of the importance of 
both Gahal and Mahal's military poten- 
tial by the headquarters of Hagane in 
Tel Aviv. Hagana in Europe was. in 
the words of a high Hagana commander 
in Burope, a stepchild starved for mo- 
rey and commanders,’ working without 
clear instructions from heme, some- 
times acting in almost complete isola~ 
tion because reports and letters to 
Hagana in Tel Aviv were Jeft unaus- 
wered for weeks and months. Twice 
Shadmi decided to give up the assign- 
ment, which he had been given by Ben- 
Gurion in December 1945, and twice 
he changed his mind, because he feared 
the consequences. It was largely due 
to his stubbornness and foresight, that 
20,000_ soldiers, Gahal and Mahal, 
from Europe reached Israel in the first 


eight months of 1948 to join the army.
